NOTHING HEARD AS YET FROM DEWEY 


Mretary. Long Says He Will Make the Manila Report 


Public as Soon as He Receives It---Statesmen 
Discuss the Riots in Spain and Effect 
of Them on the War.

Washington, May 5.—(Special.)—In view of all the attendant circumstances a 
short telegram published in a New York afternoon paper today is regarded hereas 
perhaps the most important development today. It announces that four Spanish 
Warships have been sighted off the Barbadoes. If this is true it means a naval 
@igagement in Atlantic waters within a very few hours. 

It is possible that here is the other part of the missing Spanish fleet, the one 
about which there has been so much speculation. The four cruisers which left 
Cape Verde a few days ago are just about due at Barbadoes, if they had steamed 


straight across. The distance is 2,040 miles. 

From all that can be gathered here Admiral Sampson was ordered to ‘inter- 
cept this squadron and, if possible, prevent its arrival at Porto Rico. The arm- 
Ored vessels of his fleet are believed to be now steaming rapidly eastward for this 
Purpose. If the Spanish cruisers are inWest Indies waters an early meeting is as- 


sured. 
No News From Dewey Yet. 


Nothing else has been received from Commodore Dewey, and at the closing of 
the department this afternoon it was stated that nothing was expected, unless it 
Should come during the night. 

Secretary Long denied the reports telegraphed from San Francisco that the 


American loss was fifty killed and 100 wounded. These reports were said to have 


Been sent by the department to the admiral in charge of the navy yard on the

will give it to the public. '

Secretary Long said today that there was no doubt that Commodore Dewey’s 
fleet had annihilated the Spanish fleet and with this much accomplished Dewey

Strength of the Olympia and other ships in Dewey’s command was ample to make 
him master of Manila bay and its surroundings. 

The department is taking steps to render effective aid to the commodore in the 
Matter of supplies and a naval constructor of high ability is to go out at once and 
repair the damages sustained in the battle of Manila. Preparations for a suita- 
ble convoy for the supply ships was also indicated by the choice of a commander 
@nd officera for the crulser Charleston, now at Mare island. It is recalled at the 
havy department in this connection that having secured the surrender of Manila, 
the commodore would be able to secure any quantity of labor and of such matertal 
&S maritime cities such as Manila afford for the repair of his ships. He also 
Would be able to place his wounded in comfort in some of the Manila hospitals or 
Other public buildings. 

It is always a desire of a prudent naval commander to get his wounded ashore

The First Ten Days of War. 


| While awaiting the inevitable, interest in felt in thy short stay in port of the 
blockading fieet. This rendezvous brought about the first fraternal gathering of 
the officers since the blockade began, and there was an interchange of views and 
opinions among them that means much to those who appreciate the significance 
of it. What they have had to say about the tediousness of blockade duty, about 
individual experiences in chasing prizes, and about loss of sleep is not of much 
moment. But they have all agreed upon one conclusion as a result of the Amer- 
ican navy’s first ten days of war, and it is that our boats can shoot better and 
straighter than even the most sanguine of the naval experts expected. 

At Matanzas and at Port Cabanas where a half-dozen of Admiral Sampson's 
fleet had a chance to demonstrate their skill is marksmanship, they made nearly 
every shot count. In both places the firing was done, under recent orders from the 
department, om the downward roll of the ship, and it was fearfully effective. The 
old British method of firing on the upward roll was discarded against the advice 
of the navies of the rest of the world, but the experiences of the past few days 
show that we have taken a departurein the right direction. And if we can shoot 
on the line at a fort under the new regulations, it is pretty safe to say that the 
result will be equally satisfactory when our object is the vessel of an enemy, all 
boats being especially vulnerable below water. 

Superior in Marksmanship. 

One of the officers of the flagship New York, which restless craft was at both 
bombardmente, said to me a few minutes ago: 

“The result of the fight of our Asiatic squadron off Manila and of our own 
slight efforts here have shown conclusively that we are incomparably superior to 
Spain in marksmanship. Our gunners are cool, well-trained and fearless—the three 
qualities which count in men who make up a gun's crew on shipboard. I watched 
the firing from the New York and the Puritan and the Cincinnati at Matanzas, 
and of the New York at Port Cabanas and I do mot believe that guns were ever 
fired with more true or deadly aim than at thosé two points. Nearly every shot 
counted, and every gun was pointed right. If there was an ounce of powder 
wasted, we officers who watched the whole thing through powerful glasses did 


not see it.”’ 
Many others have said the same thing, and the gunners on all the ships are re- 


ceiving § congratulations direct from the admiral. They are, however, taking 
them very coolly. Not one is satisfied with their performance thus fat, and all are 
hoping for a still better opportunity to show what the can do. But for their first 
effort in actual warfare, they have displayed an effective mriksmanship that 
should not be permitted to pass unnoticed, even though their targets were not up 


to the standard they expected. Their work shows, too, that the United States, in 


breaking away from antediluvian naval methods, has set a pace that the rest of — 


the world will have to follow if they want to keep up with the proccesion. 
Dangers at Key West. 
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@pecial charts and rules have been issued by the secretary of war governing | 
mavigation in these waters. A glance from any one of the city wharves shows the 
‘absolute necessity for this, because the harbor is so crowded with ships of all sorts 
that there is great danger in entering and leaving, even without the additional 
menace of tons of dynamite and gun cotton hidden beneath the surface. Imperative 
instructions have been served to all captains that no vessels will be permitted to 
pass Fort Taylor, at the entrance, between the hours of 4p. m. and& a m. 

When we came in Monday night we dia not know of the existence of such an or- 
Ger, and we could not understand why a'l the vessels of the fleet signaled to us so 
fiercely, and why the fort kept its searchlight constantly aime@ in our @irection. 
This morning Lieutenant McKinstry came on betrd and gave us the cheerful in- 
formation that we had sailed for nearly half an hour over mines, and that he had 
watched us from the fort, expecting every moment to see us blown to atoms. He 
also told us politely but firmly that if we disobeyed orders again and did not hap- 
pen to strike a torpedo, the fort would send some eigh-inch shells in our direction 
@s 4 reminder that discretion is better than news. We @re not likely to forget it, 
after this one experiénce, and we told the lieutenant so. 

The Alleged Cardenas Bombardment. 

Newspapers from the north which ar rive here continue to mention the bombard- 
ment of Cardenas, which, never having taken place, is assuming a position in his- 
tory it-does not deserve. The report that Cardenas had been bombarded came 
eut through the stories told by the.cook of our yacht after we came ashore from 
the silencing of the coast batteries at Port Cabanas by the flagship New York 
last Friday. All Cuban towns are the same to our cook, and when he described 
the engagement to his friends here he placed it at Cardenas, not through malice 
but because he had forgotten the name of the place and threw in the first one 
which occurred to him in order not to spoil his story. 

From the cook’s friends the narrative drifted to the front porch of the Key 
West hotel, where we spend all our leisure moments, and here the newspaper men 
got hold of it. They promptly placed it on the wires, and a little later the whole 
world got hold of it, too—all of them deceived by the simple tale of a ship’s cook. 
Not a single shot has yet been fired at Cardenas, and none are likely to be fired, 
because the harbor at that place will not permit the entrance of our ships. We 
can take possession of the town whenever we want to by landing a prize crew ina 
row boat.

The True Story of Yglesias. 

A good dea] has been sent from here to the newspapers about the alleged 
effort on the part of a member of the crew of the monitor Puritan to blow her up, 
and the accusation is of eo serious a nature that the actual facts in the case should 
be told for what they are worth. The person concerned is a saffron-skinned young 
man by the name of Carlcs Yglesias, who {fs about twenty-seven years old; who 
was bota in Havana of a Spanish father and a Cuban mother; and who, after 
knocking about the world all his life, enlisted in the Unitea States navy four or 
five yeurs agy and has been in it since, with perinicsion to quit whenever he 
wanted to. 

A week ago last Sunday Yglesias was the acting storekeeper en the Puritan 
while the bust was cruising about off Metanzas. His rank is that of a second- 
class fireman, én1 he has always had t he confidence of iis superiors to the extent 
warranted by his position. On Sunday afternoon he was discovered by one of 
the m(nicor’s m+ss boys industriously buring holes in the slice of the forward 
Friugucine with an auger, and the executive cflicer, veing notified, had him ar- 
rested, Cue cf his pockets was bulging with cotton waste, and the other con- 
tained seventy-five keys of various various sorts. He was in his bare feet and 
it is said that there was evidence of an attempt on his part te set fire to a 
wooden grating which connected with the floor of the magazine. The arresting 
officer was Gunner's Mate Finn. 

Since then the half-breed has been confined, heavily ironed, in the Puritan’s 
brig, and Captain Herrington has sent a full report of the occurrence to Admiral 
@ampson. Up to the time this is being written the latter has not ordered a court- 
martial, and I understand that the reason for the delay is the evidence of insanity 
shown by the prisoner since his incarceration. His scheme to blow up the Puritan 
displayed no symptom of genius, and so far as his mates know, he had no motive 
in wrecking the ship. The presemt situation simply means that if he is adjudged 
@ lunatic by the court yet to be assembled he will be sent to am asylum, and if 
he is found to be sane he will be shot. 

In the meantime he will stay in the brig, and until judgment is oanued on 
him no man will know the extent of his guilt. There are several other men with 
Spanish blood in their veins in our ships, but their presence is not a menace in 
emy sense of the word. They are well known to their mates and their oath of 
allegiance is taken for exactly what it is worth. 

Will They Get There?

REVOLUTION IN 
SPAIN CERTAIN 


Spanish Soldiers Unable to Cope 
With the Wild Mobs, 


RIOTS PREVAIL GENERAL 


Press Takes a Gloomy View of Situation 
and Predicts Carly Changes, 


GOVERNMENT IS SEVERELY CRITICISED 


Demonstrations Throughout the Penin- 
sula Continue and Every Step 
Leads to the Belief That 
the Present Dynasty, Is 
Doomed. 


Madrid, May 5.—Rioting continues at the 
seaport town of Gijon, province of Oviedo, 
where yesterday the fisherwomen and the 
tobacco girls sacked several bakeries and 
burned all the octroi offices, 

El Liberal, in a gloomy article which 
state the “‘subternaeoug rumblings preced- 
ing social upheaval’’ are heard, declares 
that the fate of the country cannot remain 
longer with the weak hands and worn out 
intellects of the men now governing the 
country. 

The debate of the government’s policy 
Was resumed in the congress today, the 
sitting being mainly occupied with the con- 
tinuation of Senor Romero y Robledo’s 
speech. He severely criticised the govern- 
ment for its lack of foresight and after 
putting various questiong to members of 
the cabinet as to the .government plans, 
announced that he would ask the cortes to 
vote an income tax. 

Senor Robledo asked why, after issuing 
from the bay; Admiral Montijo returned 
to Oavite, “‘thuus becoming a simple targep 
for the enemy.”’ 

Admiral Bérmejo, minister of marine, re- 
plied that Admiral Montijo acted exactly 
with his own discretion, no instruction hav- 
ing been sent him. Admiral Bermejo de- 
clined to answer a question as to the 
whereabouts of the Cape Verde squadron. 

Senor Gullon, minister of foreign affairs, 
vigorously defended the government's ac 
tion. 

The disturbances caused by the high 
prices and scarcity of food and the distrust 
as to the military operations continue im the 
provinces. 

There have been frequent conflicts be- 
tween the rioters asd the civil guards and 
looting and shooting are reported from 
various points. 

At Barcelona there has been a renewed 
run on the bank, the holders of notes de- 
manding silver. 

Anti-government demonstrations are nuw 
of alarming frequency and the army is 
unable to cope with ine fnfuriated populace. 
Cabinet officials are in conference and sev- 
eral propositions are being considered. The 
throne is anxious for am early termination 
of the war and the masses are in favor of 
what they consider a stronger military 
policy. 

Weyler ts rapidly becoming the popular 
idol an account of his rigid Cuban policy, 
and the reverses that have befallen the 
nation since the war with the United States 
began. 

A mob of abcut 8,000 striking miners has 
made a tumultuous demonstration at Mur- 
cla, capital of the provimee of that name, 
thirty miles from the port of Carthagena. 
They shouted “Death to the thieves,” 
‘Down with the taxes,’’ attempted to set 
fire to the railroad depot and other build- 
ings and then began a movement toward 
Carthagena. A strong force of troops, 
however, prevented the rioters from mov- 
ing on the port. A number of men were 
wounded. 

Disturbances are also threatened at Car- 
thagena, where martial law has been pro- 
claimed. 

Similar scenes have occurred at Leon and 
at a number of other towns where factory 
hands have quit work. 

The strikers are parading the streets, de- 
manding cheap board and stoning houses. 

The steps taken by the authorities have 
resulted in the restoration of peace at Mal- 
aga, where the British steam yacht Lady of 
Clemell was recently stoned and driven out 
of the harbor. It appears that the Malaga 
mob thought she was an American vessel. 

The troops are held in the barracks, ready 
to march at any instant against the mob 
or the revolutionists, 

Cavalry and infantry patrol the etreets 
from nightfall to sunrise. 

All the public buildings are crowded inside 
with foot and mounted police. 

In the rest of the kingdom the preci 
tions, though less visible, are equally stiict, 
because the court and the government fear 
graver movements stil in case of reverses 
in Cuba or to the fleets. 

The chief fear is of a popular revolution, 
which everybody can see is brewing. 

General Weyler and Senor Romero y 
Robledo, the former m'‘nister of justice, are 
bound to come to the front now as a “mil- 
itary furor has taken possession of the na- 
tion, and the Spanish dynasty, as well -as 
the government, is doomed.”

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|HOUSE AGREES TO 


LABOR ARBITRATION 


Disputes Between Empleyer and Em- 
ployees Can Be Adjusted. 


TRADES UNION ARE RECOGNIZED 


Alaskan Land Bill Voted for by the 
Members of Congress. 


A NUMBER OF MINOR BILLS WERE PASSSD 


Labor Bill Provides for the Settlement 
of Disputes Between Workmen 
and Those Who Hire Them. 


Washington, May 5.—The house today dis 
posed of two important measures, The 
Alaskan land bifl, extending the home- 
stead laws to and providing for certain 
railway routes in the district of Alaska as 
amended by the senate and agreed upon 
in conference was passed, 

The labor arbitration measure, providing 
for the arbitration of labor disputes be- 
tween employes and certain common cat- 
riers, a bill which had received very wide 
indorsement by labor organizations 
throughout the country, received the appro 
val of the house. 

A number of minor bills were also passed. 
The house adjourned until Monday. 

Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, called up from 
the committee on labor the bill for the ar- 
bitration of disputes between railroads 
and their employees. 

Explaiming the bill, in reply to questions, 
Mr. Grosvenor said the measure was not 
compulsory, did not require employers or 
employees to arbitrate, but merely opened 
a clear way to arbitration, should the par- 
ties desire to avail themselves of it, and 
offers a way to carry out under govern- 
mental direction an award reached through 
mutual and voluntary agreement. 

Criticism of the bill as being unsafely 
indefinite in many Of its clauses and open 
to possible abuses in the matters of judg- 
ment and execution was passed by Mr. 
Lewis, democrat, of Washington. 

Mr. Cochran, of Missouri, spoke in sup- 
port of the measure as being a step in the 
right direction, though not perfect in its 
provisions, 

Mr. Cummings, of New York, declared his 
purpose to @upport the bill as a member 
of congress and a member of Typograph- 
ical Union No. 6, of New York, and criti- 
cised briefly the government for failure to 
pay unton wages to its employees. 

Mr. Lewis, of Washington, moved to re- 


_commit with dmstructions favoring numer- 


ous amendments, which was defeated and 
the bill passed. 

It provides that in case @ werious con- 
troversy concerning wages and hours of 
labor or corditions of employment shall 
arise between a carrier subject to the act 
and the employers, the chairman of the 
interstate commerce commission and the 
commissioner of labor ehall, upon the re- 
quest of either party, endeavor to amicably 
settle the dispute by mediation, and in 
cage the endeavor shali fall then the con- 
troversy shall be submitted to arbitration 
of a board of thre@ perscns, each party to 
the controversy to mame «ane arbitrator and 
the two thus named shall name a third. 

The agreement to submit must contain 
stipulations that the arbitration shall be 
begun within five days and the award 
shall be filed within twenty days from the 
appointment of the third arbitrator; that 
the awzrd shall be filed in the circuit court 
of the United States for any district where- 
in the employers carry on Dusiness; that 
the parties shal] consider the award final 
and ccrclusive and faithfully execute the 
same—that the award shall continue {fn 
force as between the parties for one year 
and that the employer shall not dismiss nor 
shall any employee dissatisfied with the 
award quit wcrk under three months with- 
Out giving thirty days’ ngtice, 

The avard. shall become final and opera- 
tive ten days after filing unless appeal 
shall be taken within ten days on excep- 
tions to matter of law. The act recognizes 
organized labor and provides penalties for 
employers discriminating against employ- 
ees by reason of their connection with or 
purpose to better such organization. 

At 4:55 p. m. the house adjourned until 
Mcnday. . 


ONLY FOUR MAIL DELIVERIES. 


Tillman’s Amendment to the Postof- 
fice Apporpriations. 
Washington, May 5.—During almost the 
entire session today the senate had under 
consideration the postoffice appropriation 
bill. The measure carried $99,224,300, being 
very much the heaviest of all the appropri- 

ation bills. 

The most important action taken upon 
the measure was the adoption of an amend- 
ment cffered by Mr. Tillman, of South 
Carolina, reducing the number of deliv- 
erles of mail itn all cittes of the country 
to a number not exceeding four each day. 
The amendment was sharply antagonized 
as a blow to business interests in the large 
cities, but the feeling of the senate was 
such that despite the vigorous opinion it 
prevailed by a decisive majority. 

The amendment of the committee strik- 
ing from the bill the appropriation of §300.- 
000 for rural] delivery caused considerable 
discussion.

QUEER POSTERS SCATTERED. 


Circulars Attempt To Show That Uni- 
ted States Is Acting Wrongfully. 

London, May §.—A remarkable and mys- 
terious attempt to influence public opinion 
in London, through circulars distributed 
in the streets during the busiest hours, be- 
gan laat evening.

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CUBAN CONGRESS 
CALLED T0 ORDER 


Autonemist Government Delegates Con- 
rene Te Begin Work. 


BLANCO MAKES A_ SPEECH 


Captain General Declares That Ameri- 
ca Has Caused the War. 


THE MARSHAL [S$ LOUDLY CHEERED 


Queen Regent’s Representative on Is- 
land Makes All Kinds of Charges 
Against United States. 


Havana, May 4.—(Delayed.)—The Cuban 
congress elected under the autonomist gov- 
ernment, was formally opened today with 
great ceremony. 


President General Blanco called the body 
to order, making a rather sensational 
speech. He said in substance: 

“I take great pleasure in seeing the repre- 
sentatives of this island united here for the 
first time. In spite of the fact that the 
United States has tried to impede the re- 
establishment of peace, Spain has fulfilled 
her promises of introducing reforms in 
Cuba and was approaching a reconciifation 
and ending of the war. But the United 
States, though speaking for peace and au- 

'tonomy tried to prevent us from bring- 
tng them about. 

“If the declaration of the United States 
had been sincere its guns would be saluting 
today the first Cuban parliament, instead 
of threatening the lives of its members 
and proving herself so false to their policy, 
ambitions and plans. Spain has given the 
island all she is authorized to do for the pur- 
pose of restoring peace and without any 
conditions. The autonomist form of gov- 
ernment established is as ample as that of 


| the British colonies and Spain has declared 


that it will be made more ample still, if 
such a course is judged to be necessary by 
the members of this congress. 

‘Rigid. custome and other rules were 
abolished in order to help the reconcen- 
trados, the victims of the fight sustained 
by the United States. We admitted free of 
duties the ‘help’. sent from America—sent 
for the purpose of increasing the existing 
discords. In short, nothing has been left 
undone which might satisfy the aspiration 
of the people, if compatible with the 
national honor. 

“On the petition of his holiness the pope 
and the European powers hostilities were 
suspended in order totreat for peace; when 
ignoring all this, the president of the 

nited States declared that the autono- 
mous form of government had turned out 
to be a failure, when parliament had not 
even assembled, and the patriots of the 
United States were excited by the declara- 
tion that SpahTards caused the Maine ca- 
tastrophe, forgetting the generous hospi- 
tality lier sailors received here. And, now 
the United States is taking up arme to im- 
pose its domination. Before such an out- 
rage, Spaniards and Cubans must unite to 
defend the fatherland and the reconciliation 
will be all the more sacred in view of the 
actual circumstances in the case. The de- 
fenders of Spain and of the autonomy of 
Cuba all have Spanish blood in their veins 
or were born on ‘this soil.” 

Continuing, the captain general said: 

‘All the new laws must be put in force 
on July ist. Preference should be given 
to the measures providing for public se- 
curity and the maintenance of the national 
honor of Spain, the only country which 
can protect the development of this colony 
and bring about the formation of a great 
country united to the old Castilian nation 
and at the same time be the mediator in 
the new world between both continents.” 

When he had finished reading his més- 
sage, Captain General Blanco shouted, 
‘viva Espana,’ which cheer was responded 
to with considerable enthusiasm. The cap- 
tain general then declared the Cuban con- 
eress open and administered the oath to 
the deputies. He asked all of them if they 
swore to always defend Spain and was 
answered with a spontaneous “yes.’’ 

At about 2:30 p. m. a third salute of 
fifteen guns from the fortress announced 
the departure of the captain genera] from 
the ‘thall, while a fourth salute of fifteen 
guns announced his return to the palace. 

At the palace the captain general, from 
@ balcony, witnessed a march past of the 
troops. 

The captain general was cheered all the 
way to aud from the hall of congress and 
trom the balconies ladies threw flowers 
upon the procession and liberated doves: as 
@ sign of rejoicing. 

The members of the Cuban congress, 
previous to the formal opening of that 
body, held @ mecting for the purpose of 
organization. 

Dr. Jose Del Cueto presided. Thirty-sev- 
en deputies, of whom ten are conserva- 
tives, presented to the secretary of jus- 
tice, Senor Govin, their certificates of elec- 
ton. 


WILL SEIZE PORTO RICO AT ONCE 


Burrows, of Michigan, Declares Gov- 
ernment Will Take the Islands. 


Washington, Mey 5.—There were many 
conferences between the president and 
senators and representatives today. The 
firet comer was Senator Burrows, of 
Michigan, who came to present some 
friends to the president. Ag he left he said: 

“Everything is moving along smoothly 
and well. What we want now is Porto 
Rico. We ought to have that tomorrow.” 

“Will it be as soon ag that, senator?’ 

**Yes,"" was the reply, ‘‘probably in a day 
or two.”’ 

While refraining from saying what tran- 
. spired during his brief interview with the 
president, his statement that the seizure of 
Porto Rico is expected to be effected in a 
day or two, it was thought by his hearers 
to be significant, having been made im- 
mediately after the senator left the presi- 
dent, though he would not say the presi- 
dent had given him any information. Sena- 
tors Frye and Hale, of Maine, respectively 
members of the fvoreign relatiens affairs. 
and chairman of the naval affairs commit- 
tee; Senators Allen and Gear, of Iowa, the 
former chairman of the senate committee 
on appropriations; Senator Platt, of New 
York, and Representative Curtis, of Kan- 
sas, and Wadsworth, of New York, were 
among the early callers at the white house. 

The two Maine sénators stated on leaving 
the white house that their mission had no 
connection with the general situation. 


SOME MESSAGES PASS CENSOR.

Who Was Much Interested and It Is

Washington, May 5.—(Special.)—Judge 
Henry B. Tompkins, of Atlanta, will in 
all probability receive a colonel’s commis- 
sion form the president ang will raise a 
regiment of yellow fever immunes for early 
service in Cwba. Judge Tompkins went 
with Senator Bacon to see the president 
and secretary of war about the matter to- 
day. When Senator Bacon had presented 
the judge and had explained the latter's 
desire to tender his services to the govern- 
ment, the president became interested at 
once in his project. Judge Tompkins ex- 
plained that he himself had had yellow fe- 
ver and that he believed he would have no 
trouble in raising a regiment of the kind 
suggested in Georgia and Alabama.

AGED BISHOP ASKS 
10 BE RBLIEVED 


Quadriennial Session of M. E. Church 
General Conference Held. 


REPORTS ARE SUBMITTED 


After Fifty-Six Years of Service Rev. 
J. C. Keener Requests Retirement. 


ALL ROUTINE BUSINESS DISPOSED OF 


Growth of the Church in All Depart- 
ments Is Shown To Have Been 
Decidedly Satisfactory. 


Baltimore, May 5.—At the quadriennial 
session of the general conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south, which 
bezan this morning, the features were the 
address of bishops and the request of 
Bishop John C, Keener, of New Orleans, 
the senior bishop, to be relieved of his 
duties. 

Bishop Keener called the conference to 
order. Opening exercises followed. The 
Rev. J. J. Tigert, of Nashville, was elected 


secretary and he appointed the following 
assistants: Cross Alexander, of Louisville; 
A. F. Watkins, Mississippi; J. McF. Bar- 
kus, Texas, and C. T. McClure, Missouri. 

The rules of the last conference were 
adopted. The following were appointed 
pages: J. €. Hutchison, E. W. Davidson, 
H. B. Whaling; C. W. Carre and Edward 
Stewart. 

Routine business was transacted and 
Bishop Keener was succeeded as chairman 
by Bishop Wilson, of Baltimore. The ad- 
dress of bishops was read by Bishop Bar- 
grove, of Nashville, and then came the 
surprise of the day in the request of 
Bishop Keener to be relieved of his duties. 
Bishop Keener said in part: 

‘The hour has come for me to speak of 
matters personal to myself. I have had 
the honor of being an itinerant minister 
for fifty-six years, and for half that time 
have been one of your general superintend- 
ents. My age and infirmities demand some 
relief, both for myself.and the @hurch, and 
I respectfully refer the matter of my future 
services to your godly judgment. In this 
city, in 1837, I thank God that He heard my 
cry; that He forgave my sins and called 
me into the ministry in the far south. 
There I have been permitted to labor, build- 
ing up the church.’ 

Bishop Keener’s voice broke a number 
of times, and members! of the conference 
were in tears. Bishop Galloway responded. 
He paid a high tribute to the retiring 
bishop on behalf of his colleagues. The 
resignation was referred to the committee 
on episcopacy. 

In the address of the bishop the death of 
Bishop Atticus G. Haygood was mentioned, 
and this recommendation was made as to 
the election of additional members of the 
episcopacy: 

“We think, under all the conditions that 
the work of administration can be efficient- 
ly done for the next quadriennial by the 
election of two additional bishops at this 
session of the conference. 

“The statistical tables show the net in- 
crease in itinerant preachers for the four 
years to be 6002, and members 123.221. The 
Dresent number of itinerant preachers is 
6.589. iocal preachers 5,685; totai )),674. ‘The 
total number of members is 1.478.431. The 
value of the church property is $35,000,000, 
an increase in four years of $2,000,000. 

“We have 14,188 Sunday schools, with 
104,135 teachérs. and 851,488 pupils. This is 
an fmcrease of 825 schools, 8,459 teachers and 
86.200 pupils. There are 486 Epworth 
Leagues, with 126.584 members. The church 
has seventy-six educational institutions, 
with 1.000 teachers, 16,000 pupils, property 
worth $4,651,850, and endowments amounting 
to $289,699. 

“In the foreign missions field there has 
been a net gain of 2,177 members, 1.141 Sun- 
day schools’ ‘attendants, 1225 Epworth 
Leaguesrs, eighteen church buildings and 
nineteen parsonages. In self-support a gain 
of $11,656.85 is reported. r mission prop- 
erty is worth $398,770. On the mission debt 
of $120,144.78, the church has paid $117,559.17. 
The amount paid to missions in the four 
years is $2,067,983 83."’ 

As to lay delegates, 
said: - 

‘Is not the vital relations of the lay dele- 
gates of a district conference to those se- 
lected? for the annual and general confer- 
ence a sufficient reagon to fix a uniform 
principle and method for their direction 
in all the annual conferences?” 

The subject of union between the northern 
and southern branches of the church was 
spoken of as follows: 

“The commission of federation provided 
for at your last session met a similar one 
from the ‘Methodist Episcopal church in 
Washington in January last, in joint ses- 
sion. which proved harmonious and was 
characterized by courtesy and hearty good 
will. A report will be made on the sub- 
ject.”

At the instance of the president and the secretary of state a special meet- 
ing of the house foreign affairs committee was held this morning. The adminis- 
tration plan is for the adoption by congress of the Newlands joint resolution pro- 
viding for annexation. This will be acted on by the house committee at its next 
meeting on Tuesday and will be formally reported. The house will adopt the 
resolutions promptly and it wiN then g0 to the senate, where as prompt action is 
promised. The great value of these islands as revealed by recent movements in 
the Pacific has impressed itself on almost everybody. 

Russia Shows Friendly Attitude. 

A leading Russian diplomat said today that the cable report from London 
atating that Emperor Nicholas. of Russfa was much disturbed aa to the ultimate 
destiny of the Philippines and that some sort of immediate intervention was prob- 
able, was entirely unwarranted and placed Russia in a misleading position be- 
fore the people of this country. Hesays the sentiment throughout Russia, offi- 
celal and unofficial, is one of extreme cordiality toward the United States and it 
shows there will be no change in the traditional friendship existing between the 
United States and Russia. 

The friendly feeling, he pointed out, was shown by the Russian newspapers 
which arrived in the mai] to the Russian embaffsy only yesterday. They were pyd- 
lished just after the declaration of war and their comment was without exception 
of the most friendly character toward the United States. He said this feeling 
prevailed to a marked extent even among the peasantry of Rusela, and it was a 
matter of surprise to him under such circumstances that reports should be cir- 
culated in the United States that Russia was about to assume an unfriendly at- 
titude toward this country. 

The Russian ambassador, Count Cassini, is expected here some time next 


month. He is now at St. Petersburg, after having cond4eted the, negotiations at 
Peking resulting in the Russian occupation of Port Arthur.

_ Much care has been exercised im the gse- 
lection of the men and the long number 
of questions given them before they sign 
the enlistment sheet gets from them much 
information showing in a good or bad light 
their past record. 

The Cause of the Delay. 

The officers were greatly gratified yes- 
terday that the chance they have been 
waiting for to go into camp ifs near at 
hand. 

The troops from all parts of the’state 
will be rushed to Griffin not later than 
Saturday afternoon and on Sunday it is 
probable that the two Iight batteries of 
artillery and the two regiments of infan- 
try will be in camp drilling hard and eat- 
ing rations with many hopes of a trip to 
Cuba in a short time. 

The officers say that they have been de- 
layed on account of lack of physicians to 
conduct the physical examination of the 
men before the latter could be mustered 
imto the volunteer army. This is a very 
important work and things were dependent 
upon it more than on anything else. 

The examiners have now been chosen and 
will commence the work this morning and 
it will be pushed. 

Acting Adjutant General Erwin sald yes- 
terday that the troops were not mobilized 
gooner because it was needless for the 
state to pay the fare of the men to 
Griffin and there have them examined and 
many of them be thrown out and the state 
have to bear the expense of sending them 


' to their homes. 


“In other southern states this 
‘haste has peen the result of much 
embarrassment to the. state in the 
fact that such a condition of af- 
fairs bas arisen," says Captain Erwip. 

‘Tie governor of Alabama called out the 
troops, and after getting them in camp tie 
physical examination was had and it was 
found that about 25 per cemt of them had 
to be sent home. It was the same in 
South Carolina except that the pergentage 
of men thrown out was even greater. This 
will be prevented in Georgia and the work 
of recruiting which has been going on here 
for several weeks will now have to be 
commenced by these hasty states and they 
will be much delayed on account of it.” 

Arrangement of Camp. 

The soldiers, as soonm as the command 
to go to Griffin is given, will be placed 
on the trains in Atlanta and hurried away. 

Quartermaster, Hardeman left Atlanta 
yesterday for the Griffin camp and will 
commence this morning to put the camp in 
condition for occufancy. He will be assist- 
ead by Captain Kenan, who is already om 
the ground. The tents where the men will 
sleep will be put up and the quarters of 
each company will be designated, as will 
also be the battalion and regiment ¢Civi- 
sions. 

The cookimg facilities, which is a very 
important part of the camp equipment, will 
be established. The supplies for the men 
are now in Griffin and little preparation is 
necessary for this. Colonel Oscar Brown, 
commander of the Second regiment, will 
be in command of the camp and he will 
probably go down this afternoon with some 
members of his staff and Captain S. B. 
Mills, the muster officer. 

‘Phe officers will take up their headquar- 
ters on the ground and prepare for the 
great work that is before them. The mus- 
tering will commence Saturday afternoon 
and on this occasion for the first time 
the regiments will be drawn up in line ond 
@ full survey of the make-up can te ob- 
tained, The mustering will require much 
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time, and it may be several days before 
it is completed. 

The drilling of the soltiers will be an 
onerous duty on the officers, and this im- 
portent work will be largely entrusted to 
the sergeants, who will give the men fn- 
structions in the military movements by 
squads. This work will be under the direct 
supervision of the captains and lieutenants. 

Those men who have had military expe- 
rience wil] be drilled probably in company 
formation and more rapid strides in discip- 
line and training will be made with them. 

From the start regular army life will be 
in vogue and the men will have none of 
the tin sol@ery that is often brought cut 
im the state encampments and street pa- 
rades. The men will be supplied with just 
those things which are necessary, and 
plain but mourtshing and blood prcducing 
food, as prescribed by the army regula- 
tions, will be fed to the soldiers. 

Officers Are Anxious. 

The officers who have the work of organ- 
ization and training in hand are anxious to 
get at it and be ready when the summons 
to go to Cuba arrives. All of them know 
the arduous labor that will have to be dome 
and the sooner the better is the way they 
look upon it. 

Among the older officers and those most 
proficient in military knowledge that will be 
in the service is Lieutenant Colonel Gar- 
rard, of Savannah, who will rank next to 
Colonel Brown in command of the Second 
regirnent. He has a long record of mill- 
tary service. He has seen service in the 
field that entitles him to consideration as 
ar able officer. He joined the Thirty-first 
Alabama regiment during the hottest times 
of the civil war end distinguished himself 
at the battle of Baker’s Creek and the 
siege of Vicksburg. General Stephen D. 
Lee commended Sergeant Major Garrard 
for conspicuous and gallant service and 
good conduct during the siege and recom- 
mended him for promotion.

MORE HARD TACK IS SENT OUT. 


Great Quantities Will Be Delivered 
Daily as Factories Have a Stand- — 
ing Order To Fill. 

Two more large quantities of hard tack 
were received by the commissary depart- 
ment from the cracker factories of Atlanta 
yesterday. Tie total amount delivered was 
76.990 pounds. This was sent at once to 
Tampa, where it will be kept in store for 
the soldiers and given to them when 
needed. 

Both factories producing this food have 
been instructed by the commissary agent 
to continue to produce as great quantities 
of this as they can and al] that the estab- 
lishments can turn out will be bought by 
the government. The factories have prac- 


tically been turned over to the government 
for the manufasture of this hard tack and 
each day great quantities will be sent to 
the army. 

The factories are running twenty-four 
hours a day and both of them will turn 
out every day about 75,00 pounds. This 
is not the full capacity of the factories, 
as some of the machinery is required to 
make other products to fill standing or- 
ders. . 

As the size of the army grows, it is prob- 
able that the entire plants will be given 
over to making hard tack only. They will 
be taxed to the utmost to meet the de- 
mank Today about 8,000 pounds will be 
sent.out and this immense yield will con- 
tinue until further notice.

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PRELIMINARY TO THE MUSTERING 
of the 2,400 men whb will be taken into the 
volunteer army at>Griffin, Muster Officer 
Captain §S. B. Mills yesterday mustered 
into the service three officers. First Lieu- 
tenant and Quartermaster Eugene Harde- 
mand and Surgeon C. C. Geer and Surgeon 
William C. Little were administered the 
oath and sent out last night on the work 
that has been assigned to them. 

Quartermaster Hardeman has the dis- 
tinction of being the first officer mustered 
into the service of the volunteer army of 
the United States, and the occasion yester- 
day morning when the three were mustered 
ijn was attended with much ceremony. 
Those present were: Govbrnor Atkinson, 
Colonel Brown, Captain Erwin, Captain 
Mills and others. The oath was adminis- 
tered to Mr. Hardeman first, and after it 
was taken the quartermaster was congrat- 
ulated as being the first man from Georgia 
in the service. 

The same oath was taken by Surgeons 
Geer and Little. It was as follows: 

“You do solemnly swear that you will 
bear true faith and allegiance to the 
United States of America, and that you 
will serve them honestly and faithfully 
against all their enemies whomsoever; and 
that you will obey the orders of the presi- 
dent of the United States and the orders of 
the officers appointed over you according 
to the rules and articles of war.” 

The same oath will be administered to 
the men, both officers and privates, when 
they are mustered into the service. It will 
be read to a company and every one will 
be asked if he assents to the requirements 
of the oath. The oath is also signed by 
those who join the volunteer forces, and 
is the binding obligation which inakcs them 
fight for their country. : 

Officers Depart for Work. 

The three officers were mustered in ear- 
lier than the others because their duties 
called them immediately, and last night 
Mr. Hardeman left for Griffin to arrange 
the camp for the coming of the svuldiers to- 
day or tomorrow. 

Dr. Geer left almost immediately for 
Savarnah, where he will conduct the phys- 
dcal examination ‘that will take place 
there today. He will be in charge, and a 
large number of those who have'signified 
their intention of joining the army will be 
placed under his scrutinizing gaze. 

Dr. Little left yesterday for Macon, where 
he will today begin the physical examina- 
tion of the troops that are to go from 
that place. 

The sending out of these men is the be- 
ginning of the active preparations. It is 
the opening of the field work among the 
Georgia soldiers, and from the present 
time the men will be among each other 
as soldiers, and military discipline and re- 
spect ‘will be in evidence. The line that 
always exists between an officer and a 
private will be drawn and strictly ad- 
hered to, 

Dr. E. C. Davis will begin the physical 
examination of the soldiers here in Atlanta. 
In the basement of the capitol this morn- 
ing about.#o' clocka@he embryo soldier will 
go through the ordeal that is necessary be- 
fore he can be mustered into the army. 

This work has been looked forward to by 
the officers and men. It is a matter of 
great uncertainty. A man who to outwart 
appearance seems to be vigorous and 
healthy may be thrown out on some defect 
that makes him unfit for the service. 

Method of Examination. 

A proportionate weight is required of 
every applicant. He must measure so many 
inches, and if his weight is less than a 
prescribed table set down by the war de- 
partment requires he is not desirable. 
Every organ of the man must be in good 
condition. He must have no hereditary 
diseases and his muscles must be well de- 
veloped. 

No defect will be allowed to escape the 
watchful eye of the examining physicians. 
The applicants are stripped of their cloth- 
ing. Each goes before the board naked 
and any outward deformities or trregulari- 
ties in his make-up are at once noted. If 
they are insufficient no further examination 
is necessary. He is rejected. If he is in 
good condition to all outward appearance 
an examination of his heart and lungs, 
mouth, especially teeth. and his eyes are 
looked after. Any defect found in thie 
line in the aspirant has the same result as 
the other. The applicant cannot join the 
army. 

Physical perfection is not alone the only 
qualification. Mental and moral! conditions 
are taken into notice. A man who has po 
sense of morality will by no meana be ed- 
mitted into the service. A high standard 
of morals is maintained as far as possible 
among the men. 

A man to be a successful applicant must 
be able to write his name. Any one given 
to habitual drinking or the use of any 
drug is not wanted and will not be ac- 
cepted. ; 

The examination this morning will be 
e@eonducted as rapidly as ie, as it is 
believed that many of the companies can 
be finished during“the Gay. In that event

Blair D. Taylor, the medical officer sta- 
tioned at the post.

Washington, May 5.—(Special.)—In view of all the attendant circumstances a 
short telegram published in a New York afternoon paper today is regarded here as 
perhaps the most important development today. It announces that four Spanish 
warships have been Sighted off the Barbadoes. If this is true it means a naval 
engagement in Atlantic waters within a very few hours. 

It is possible that here is the other part of the missing Spanish fleet, the one 
about which there has been 60 much speculation. The four cruisers which left 
Cape Verde.a few days ago are just about due at Barbadoes, if they had steamed 
straight across. The distance is 2,040 miles. 

From all] that can be gathered here Admiral Sampson was ordered to inter- 
tept this squadron and, if possible, prevent {ts arrival at Porto Rico. The arm- 
ored vessels of his fleet are believed to be now steaming rapidly eastward for this 
purpose. If the Spanish cruisers are inWest Indies waters an early meeting ts ae- 


: ‘Certainly Won't Convoy the Oregon. 


A high officer of the administration today demolished the theory that Admiral 
Sampson was going to succor the Oregon now on her way from Brazil to join the 
north Atlantic squadron. He declared that the navy department was not appre- 
hensive about the Oregon, as it did not consider that the admiral of the Cape 
Verde squadron would care to risk a combat with the Oregon, even with the 
great odds in his favor, as even if overwhelmed in the end the Oregon certainly 
would destroy one of the Spanish ships and perhaps two and the Spanish govern- 
ment could not afford to exchange pawns at this stage of the war. That left 
open as possible points of operations for Sampson either Porto Rico or some 
port on the Cuban coast, but just which theory is to be accepted is not even hinted 
at by the departmental officials. ; ( 

Notice came to the state department from Brazil today that that government 
had declared neutrality. There is now no cause to regret such action on the part 
for however beneficial the delay has been to the United States in get- 
the issue of the proclamation 


of Brazil, 
ting its warships safely along the Brazilian coast, 
just now is likely to be still more beneficial in closing Brazilian ports to the Span- 
ish flying squadron if it should be headed in that direction. 

It may be noted, however, that while the first reports were received with little 
credit, the advices coming to the navy department today, though not conclusive, 
inclined the officers to the belief that the Spanish flying squadron really has 


turned back from Cape Verde to consolidate with the home squadron at’ Cadiz. 


No News From Dewey Yet. 

Nothing else has been received from Commodore Dewey, and at the closing of 
the department this afternoon it was stated that nothing was expected, unless it 
should come during the night. 

Secretary Long denied the reports telegraphed from San Francisco that the 
American loss was fifty killed and 100 wounded. These reports were eaid to have 
been sent by the department to the admiral in charge of the navy yard on the 
Pacific coast. These reports also stated that the Concord and Petrel were badly 
damaged. Secretary Long stated that absolutely no information had been receiv~- 
ed by Admiral] Kirkland. He declares that ag soon as Dewey's report comes he 
will give it to the public. ‘ 

The only thing which has been sent to Kirkland is an order to prepare for the 
transportation of 2,000 soldiers to the Philippines. 

Secretary Long said today that there was no doubt that Commodore Dewey's 
fleet had annihilated the Spanish fleet and with this much accomplished Dewey 
Was master of the situation at Manilla. It was suggested to Mr. Long that the 
shore batteries at Cavite and on the Corregidor island might be @ serious menace 
to the American fleet, but the secretary did not share this view, holding that the 
strength of the Olympia.and other ships in Dewey’s command was ample to make 
him master of Manila bay and its surroundings. 

The department is taking steps to render effective aid to the commodore in the 
matter of supplies and a naval constructor of high ability is to go out at once and 
repair the damages sustained in the battle of Manila. Preparations for @ sulta- 
ble convoy for the suppiy ships was also indicated by the choice of 4 commander 
and officers for the cruiser Charleston, now at Mare island. It is recalled at the 
navy department in this connection that having secured the surrender of Manila, 
the commodore would be able to secure any quantity of Jabor and of such material 
as maritime cities such as Manila afford for the repair of his ships. He also 
would be able to place his wounded in comfort in some of the Manila hospitals or 
other public buildings. ' 

It is always a desire of a prudent naval commander to get his wounded ashore 
at the earliest possible opportunity, as they stand better chances for recovery.

The cabled reports from Madrid, indicating rioting in different Spanish cities

GOVERNMENT IS SEVERELY CRITICISED 


Demonstrations Throughout the Penin- 
sula.

Madrid, May 5.—Rioting continues at the 
seaport town of Gijon, province of Oviedo, 
where yesterday the fisherwomen and the 
tobacco girls sacked several bakeries and 
burned all the octroi offices, 

El Liberal, in a gloomy article which 
state the ‘‘subternaeous rumblings preced- 
ing social upheaval’’ are heard, declares 
that the fate of the country cannot remain 
longer with the weak hands and worn out 
intellects of the men now governing the 
country. 

The debate of the government's policy 
was resumed in the congress today, the 
sitting being mainly occupied with the con- 
tinuation of Senor Romero y Robledo’s 
speech. He severely criticised the govern- 
ment for its lack of foresight and after 
putting various questions to members of 
the cabinet as to the government plans, 
announced that he would ask the cortes to 
vote an income tax. : : 

Senor Robledo asked why. after issuing 
from the bay, Admiral Montijo returned 
to Cavite, “thus becoming a simple target 
for the enemy.”’ 

Admiral Bermejo, minister of marine, re- 
plied that Admiral Montijo acted exactly 
with his own discretion, no instruction hav- 
ing been sent him. Admiral Bermejo de- 
clined to answer a question as to the 
whereabouts of the Cape Verde squadron. 

Senor Gullion, minister of foreign affairs, 
vigorously defended the government’s ac- 
tion. 

The disturbances caused by the high 
prices and scarcity of food and the distrust 
as to the military operations continue im the 
provinces. 

There have been frequent’ conflicts be- 
tween the rioters asd the civil guards and 


“looting and shooting are reported from 


various points. ‘ 

At Barcelona there has been a renewed 
‘run on the:bank, the holders of notes de- 
manding silver. 

Anti-government demonstrations are-now 
of alarming frequency and the army is 
unable to cope with ine infuriated populace, 
Cabinet officials are in conference and sev- 
eral propositions are being considered. The 
throne is anxious for am early termination 
of the war and the masses are in favor of 
what they consider a stronger military 
policy. 

Weyler is rapidly becoming the popular 
idol on account of his rigid Cuban policy, 
and the reverses that have befallen the 
nation since the war with the United States 
began. 

A mob of abcut 8,000 striking miners has 
made a tumultuous demonstration at Mur- 
cia, capital of the province of that name, 
thirty miles from the port of Carthagena. 
They shouted “Death to the thieves,” 
“Down with the taxes,’’ attempted to set 
fire to the railroad depot and other build- 
ings and then began a movement toward 
Carthagena. A strong force of troops, 
however, prevented the rioters from mov- 
ing on the port. A number of men were 
wounded. 

Disturbances are also threatened at Car- 
thagena, where martial law has been pro- 
claimed. 

Similar scenes have occurred at Leon and 
at a number of other towns where factory 
hands have quit work. 

The strikers are parading the streets, de- 
manding cheap board and stoning “houses. 

The steps taken by the authorities have 
resulted in the restoration of peace at Mali- 
aga, where the British steam yacht Lady of 
Clemell was recently stoned and driven out 
of the harbor. It appears that the Malaga 
mob thought she Was an American vessel. 

The troops are held in the barracks, ready 
to march at any instant against the mob 
or the revolutionists. 

Cavalry and infantry patrol the etreets 
from nightfall to sunrise.

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HOUSE AGREES TO — 
LABOR ARBITRATION 


Disputes Between Empleyer and Em- 
ployeds Can Be Adjusted. 


TRADES UNION ARE RECOGNIZED 


Alaskan Land Bill Voted for by the 
- Members of Congress. 


A NUMBER OF MINOR BILLS WERE PASSSD 


Labor Bill Provides for the Settlement 
of Disputes Between Workmen 
and Those Who Hire Them. 


Washington, May 5.—The house today dis- 
posed of two important measures. The 
Alaskan land bill, extending the home- 
stead laws to and providing for eertain 
railway routes in the district of Alaska as 
amended by the senate and agreed upon 
in conference was passed, « 

The labor arbitration measure, providing 
for the arbitration of labor disputes be- 
tween employes amd-certain common caf~- 
riers; a bill which had received very wide 
indorsement by labor organizations 
throughout the country, received the appro- 


val of the house. 
A number of minor bills were also passed. 


The house adjourned until Monday. 

Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, called up from 
the committee on labor the .bill for the ar- 
bitration of disputes betweeq railroads 
and their employees. 

Explaining the bi, in reply to questions, 
Mr. Grosvenor said the measufe was not 
compulsory, did not require employers or 
employees to arbitrate, but merely opened 
a clear way to arbitration, should the par- 
ties desire to avail themselves of it, and 
offers a way to carry out under govern- 
mental direction an ‘award reached through 


mutual and voluntary agreement. 

Criticism of the bill as being unsafely 
indefinite in many of its clauses and open 
to possible abuses in the matters of judg- 
ment and execution was passed by Mr. 
Lewis, democrat, of Washington. 

Mr. Cochran, of Missouri, spoke in sup- 
port of the measure as being a step in the 
right direction, though not perfect im its 
provisions. 

Mr. Cummings, of New York, declared his 
purpose to support the bill as a member 
of congress and a member of Typograph- 
ical Union No. 6, of New York, and criti- 
cised briefly the government for failure to 
pay union wages to its employees. 

Mr. Lewis, of Washington, moved to re- 
commit with imstructions favoring numer- 
ous amendments, which was defeated and 
the bill passed. 

It provides that in case a serious con- 
troversy concerning wages and hours of 
labor or conditions of employment shail 
arise between a carrier subject to the act 
and the employers, the chairman of the 
interstate commerce commission and the 
comnmssioner of labor shall, upon the re- 
quest of either party, endeavor to amicably 
settle the dispute. by mediation, and in 
case the endeavor shali fail then the eon- 
troversy shall be submitted to arbitration 
of a board of three perscns, each party to 
the controversy to name one arbitrator and 
the two thus named chall name a third. 

The agreement to submit must contain 
stipulations that the arbitration shall be 
hegun within five days and the award 
shall he filed within twenty days from the 
appointment of the third arbitrator; that 
the awzired shall be filed in the circuit court 
of the United States for any district where- 
in the employers carry on Dusiness; that 
the parties shal] consider the award final] 
and ccrclusive and faithfully execute the 
same—that the award shall continue fn 
force as between the parties for one year 
and that the employer shall not dismiss nor 
shall any emplovee dissatisfied with the 
award quit wcrk under three months with- 
Out giving thirty days’ notice. 

The avard shall become fina] and opera- 
tive ten days after fillng unless appeal 
shall be taken within ten days on excep- 
tions to matter of law. The act recognizes 
organized labor and provides penalties for 
employers discriminating .against employ- 
ees by reason of their connection with or 
purpose to better such organization.

ONLY FOUR MAIL DELIVERIES, 


Tillman’s Amendment to the Postof- 
fice Apporpriations. 
Washington, May 5.—During almost the 
entire session today the senate had under 
consideration the postoffice appropriation 
bill. The measure carried $99,224,300, being 
very much the heaviesé of all the appropri- 

ation bills. ° 

The most important action taken upon 
the measure was the adoption of an amend- 
ment effered by Mr. Tillman, of South 
Carolina, reducing the number of deliv- 
eries of mail in all cities of the country 
to a number not exceeding four each day. 
The améndment was sharply antagonized 
as a blpw to business interests in the large 
cities, but the feeling of the senate was 
such that despite the vigorous opinion it 
prevailed by a decisive majority. 

The amendment of the committee strik- 
ing from the bill the appropriation of §300.- 
C00 for rural] delivery caused considerable 

iscussion. Mr. Quay explained that in 
the opinion of the cemmittee the results 
of the experiment thug far scarcely war- 
rented congress in going forward with the 
experiment. 

Mr. Quay insisted upon the committee 
amendment to strike out the proposition 
and he demanded the yeas and nays. The 
chiuse was stricken ouvt—26 to 2 ;

Autonemist Goverament Delegates Cen- 
vene Te Begin Work. 


BLANCO MAKES A_ SPEECH 


Captain General Declares That Ameri- 
ca Has Caused the War. 


THE MARSHAL IS LOUDLY CHEERED 


Queen Regent’s Represéntative on Is- 
land Makes All Kinds of Charges 
Against United States. 


Havana, May 4.—(Delayed.)—The Cuban 
congress elected under the autonomist gov- 
ernment, was formally opened today with 
great ceremony. 


President General Blanco called the body 
to order, making a rather sensational 
speech. He said in substance: 

“I take great pleasure in seeing the repre- 
sentatives of this island united here for the 
first time. In spite of the fact that the 
United States has tried to impede the re- 
establishment of peace, Spain has fulfilled 
her promises of introducing reforms in 
Cuba and was approaching a reconciliation 
and ending of the war. But the United 
States, though speaking for peace and au- 

(tonomy tried to prevent us from bring- 
ing them about. ; 

“If the declaration of the United States 
had been sincere its guns would be saluting 
today the first Cuban parliament. instead 
of threatening the lives of its members 
and proving herself so false to their policy, 
ambitions and plans. Spain has given the 
island al] she is authorized to do for the pur- 
pose of restoring peace and without any 
conditions. The autonomist form of gov- 
ernment established is as ample as that of 

| the British colonies and Spain has declared 
that it will be made more ample still, if 
such a course ig judged to be necessary by 
the members of this congress. 

“Rigid customs and other rules were 
abolished in order to help the reconcen- 
trados, the victims of the fight sustained 
by the United States. We admitted frée of 
duties the ‘help’ sent from America—sent 
for the purpose of increasing the existing 
discords. In short, nothing has been left 
undone which might satisfy the aspiration 
of the people, if compatible with the 
national honor. 

“On the petition of his holiness the pope 
and the European powers hostilities were 
suspended in order to treat for peace; when 
ignoring all this, the president of the 
United States declared that the autono- 
mous form of government had turned out 
to be a failure, when parliament had not 
even assembled, and the patriots of the 
United States were excited by the declara- 
tion that Spaniards caused the Maine ca- 
tastrophe, forgetting zhe generous hospi- 
tality her sailors recetved here. And, now 
the United States is taking up arms to im- 
pose its domination. Before such an out- 
rage, Spaniards and Cubans must unite to 
defend the fatherland and the reconciliation 
will be all the more sacred in view of the 
actual circumstances in the case. The de- 
fenders of Spain and of the autonomy of 
Cuba all have Spanish blood in their veins 
or were born on this soil.” 

Continuing, the captain general said: 

“All the new laws must be put in force 
on July ist. Preference should be given 
to the measures providing for public se- 
curity and the maintenance of the national 
honor of Spain, the only country which 
can protect the development of this colony 
and’ bring about the formation of a great 
country united to the old Castilian nation 
and at the same time be the mediator in 
the new world between both continents.” 

When he-had finished reading his més- 
sage, Captain General Blanco shouted, 
‘viva Espana,” which cheerewas responded 
to with considerable enthusiasm. The cap- 
tain general then declared the Cuban con- 
‘gress open and administered the oath to 
the deputies. He asked all of them if they 
swore to always defend Spain and was 
answered with a spontaneous “‘yes.”’ 

At about 2:3 p. m. a third salute of 
fifteen guys from the fortress announced 
the departure of the captain general from 
the hall, while a fourth salute of fifteen 
guns announced his return to. the palace. 

At the palace the captain general, from 
a balcony, witnessed a march past of the 
troops. 

The captain general was cheered all the 
way to aud {rom the hall of congress and 
irom the balconies ladies threw flowers 
upon the procession and liberated doves as 
a sign of rejoicing. 

The members of the Cuban congTess, 
previous to the formal opening of that 
body, held a mecting for the purpose of 
organization. 

Dr. Jose Del Cueto presided. Thirty-sev- 
en deputies, of whom ten are conserva- 
tives, presented to the secretary of jus- 
tice, Senor Govin, their certificates of elec- 
ton. 


WILL SEIZE PORTO RICO AT ONCE 


Burrows, of Michigan, Declares Gov- 
ernment Will Take the Islands. 

Washington, May 5.—There were many

senators and representatives today. The 
firet comer was Senator Rurrows, of 
Michigan, who came’to present some 
friends to the president. As he left he said: 

“Everything is moving along smoothly 
and well. What we want now is Porto 
Rico. We ought to have that tomorrow.”

at his sister, Sallie, aged eleven, and in an- 


other moment the lHttle girl was lying a 
corpse upon the floor, whife the blood and 
brains oozed from a wound in her head. 

The tragedy occurred at the home of Mr. 
L. P. Baker, a dairyman, who lives one mile 
north of Ben Hill and nine miles from At- 
lanta, and the little boy and the girl were 
his children. 

Mre. Baker decided yesterday morning to 
do the spring cleaning and hired two negro 
women to do the work. In getting the 
roomg ready two guns, one a double-bar- 
reled shotgun and the other a 32-caliber 
Marlin rifle, were laid upon one of the beds. 
Mrs. Baker went to visit a neighbor, and 
the neighbor’s little girl, Lizzie Kate 
Sheats, called to see Sallie Baker, Mr. 
Baker was in the field plowing. 

The Sheats child sat in a chair in the 
same room where the guns lay upon the 
bed, and Sallie began to comb and braid 
her friend’s hair. Lee Baker, like most 
boys, became very noisy and teased the 
little girls. His sister remonstrated with 
him and said: 

“Lee, stop your fuss or Pll go and call 
father.”’ 

The little boy laughed ané@ picked up the 
rifle. 

“If you don’t-hush,”’ he said jokingly, “‘T'll 
shoot you,” at the same time pointing the 
rifle at his sister. There was a sharp re- 
port and Sallie fell forward, and as she 
did so she clutched the dress of her little 
baby sister who was standing at her side 
watching her use the comb and brush. 
Without even @ moan the child sank to 
the floor and was dead when the two 
negro women ran into the room and at- 
tempted to lift her up. 

The little boy was frantic when he found 
that he had killed this sister and nothing 
that hig parents could say to him as- 
suaged his grief. 

Mr. Baker has six children, there being 
two older than the one which met such a 
tragic fate. Last night an uncle of the 
dead child came into the city and arrang- 
ed with Messrs. Hilburn & Bowden for the 
funeral, which will occur this afternoon. 

Mr. Baker thinks the rifle with which the 
shooting was done was left cocked by the 
person who last used it, or it may have 
been cocked when placed on the bed, The 
little boy is positive that he did not touch 
the hammer. 

The ball from the rifle struck the child 
cn the right side of the head, piercing the 
ear, and passed entirely through the brain. 
Death was instartareous.

Washington, May 5.—(Special.)—Judgea 
Henry B. Tompkins, of Atlanta, wil) in 
al] probability receive a colone!l’s commis- 
sion form the president ang will raise a 
regiment of yellow fever immunes for early 
service in Cuba. Judge Tompkins went 
with Senator Bacon to see the president 
and secretary of war about the matter to- 
day. When Senator Bacon had presented 
the judge and had explained the |jatter’s 
desire to tender his services to the govern- 
ment, the president became interested at 
once in his project. Judge Tompkins ex- 
plained that he himself had had yellow fe- 
ver and that he believed he would have no 
trouble in raising a regiment of the kind 
suggested in Georgia and Alabama. :'

It is the almost uni- 
versal opinion that no matter what may come, Spain will permit no overtures 
looking to peace until she has sent against the United States the strongest fleet 
that she can get together. 
Great Britain’s Sympathy With United States. 

There is widespread comment in official circles upon Lord Salisburyg’s speech 
before the Primrose Club, indicating the strong sympathy of the British ministry 
towards the present course of the United States. At the same time it is denied 
that there is anything like an official understanding. The Paris report that the 
United States thas promised to capture the Canary Islands and cede them to Great 
Britain is laughed at in government circles and is specifically denied at the state 
department. 

The policy of the administration toward Hawaiian annexation was disclosed 
today. At the instance of the president and the secretary of state a special meet- 
ing of the house foreign affairs committee was held this morning. The adminis- 
tration plan is for the adoption by congress of. the Newlands joint resolution pro- 
viding for annexation. This will be acted on by the house committee at its next 
meeting on Tuesday and will be formally reported. The house will adopt the 
resolutions promptly and it will then g0 to the senate, where as prompt action is 
promised. The great value of these islands as revealed by recent movements in 
the Pacific has impressed itself on almost everybody. 

Russia Shows Friendly Attitude. 

A leading Russian diplomat said today that the cable report from WLondon 
stating that Emperor Nicholas. of Russja was much disturbed as to the ultimate 
destiny of the Philippines and that some sort of immediate intervention was prob- 
eble, was entirely unwarranted and placed Russia in a misleading position be- 
this country. Hesays the sentiment throughout Russia, offi- 
is one of extreme cordiality toward the United States and it

cial and unofficial, 
shows there will be no change in the traditional friendship existing between the 


United States and Russia. 

The friendly feeling, he pointed out, was shown by the Russian newspapers 
which arrived in the mail to the Russian embassy only yesterday. They were pub- 
lished just after the declaration of war and their comment was without exception 
of the most friendly character toward the United States. He said this feeling 
prevailed to a marked extent even among the peasantry of Rusela, and it was a

Insurgents on the Western Coast of Africa Are 
Doing Bloody Work. 


Freetown, Sierra Leone, West Coast of Africa, May 56.—It is reported that the 
insurgents engaged in the rebellion which grew out of the dissatisfaction of the

direct vote for the candidate * * * the 
candidate receiving the highest number 
of votes in each county to be entitled to 
the delegates from that county.” 

_ In reconsidering its former action, the 
‘seventh district committee has acted 
_ wisely, and in having adopted the exact 
plan of the state committee, its course 


~—-- should meet the approval of every dem- 


ocrat in the district. 

Under-the original plan of the commit- 
tee, which called for a general primary 
-—the nomination to be awarded to the 
candidate receiving the largest aggregate 
vote in the district—the smaller counties 
of the district complained that such a 
primary would discriminate in favor of 
the more populous ones, depriving the 
smaller counties of their usual propor- 
tionate voice in the primary expression 
of the district. On this showing a ma- 
jority of the members of the committee 
Tequested the chairman to reassemble 
the committee, which was done with the 
result above stated. 

There can be no objection to the vote 
of each county being given to the candi- 
date for congress, governor, or anything 
else, on the. basis of a plurality expres- 
sion. In Georgia, this is a principle as 
old as the party itself, and it is the plan 
under whch every county in the state 
nominates not only their county officers, 
but also their delegates to state and con- 
gressional conventions.

We Are Making History Fast. 

There are periods in ¢he life of every 
mation when whole decades of undis- 
.turbed tranquillity elapse without de- 
veloping one single event worthy of the 
. historian’s pen; but while this observa- 
tion is correct, it may also be affirmed 
With equal truth in the light of recent 
happenings that ofttimes in the life of 
every nation weeks become invested 
with the significance of epochs. 

This leads us to remark that since the 
ides of last February, when our battle- 
ship Maine was ruthlessly destroyed in 
Havana harbor, we have 
more materiatto history than for thirty 
years prior to that time. Let us glance 

., briefly over the intervening weeks and 
note some os the important events which 
have followed one another in such quick 
succession. 

On February 15th our battleship Maine, 
with 266 men on board, sf2% to the bot- 

‘tom of Havana harbor, literally convert- 
ed intoruins. While the explosion was 
attributed by some to accident, Ameri- 
cans generally believed it to be due to 
Spanish treachery. Next came the ver- 
dict of the board of inquiry, announced 
on March 28th, exonerating the members 
of the battleship’s crew and declaring 
the explosian to be due to outside agen- 
cies. This verdict called forth the pres- 
ident’s message on April 11th. “Mature 
deliberation followed, and on April 19th 
congress formally empowered the presi- 
dent to use the military and naval forces 
of the goyernment in excluding Spain 
from Cuba and in _ establishing the 
island’s independence. As the basis for 
this action, congre&s recited the brutal 
and despotic measures by which Spain 
had vainly sought to quench the fires of 


| > Nberty in Cuba. alluding only by way of 


‘elimax tothe destruction of the Maine. 
| On April 20th, the president forwarded 
_ to Spain the government’s ultimatum, al- 
* lowing her sixty hours in which to with- 
draw her troops from Cuba. This was 
followed by the severance of diplomatic 
intercourse between the two countries, 
“Spain’s answer to the ultimatum being 
the presentation of his passports to our 
minister. On April 22d, hostilities for- 
mally commenced with the capture of 
the Buena Ventura by the Nashville and 
the Pedro by the New York. On ‘April 
23d, the president called for 125,000 vol- 
qj On April 24th, Spain formally 
- @eclared war. On April 25th, the United 

_ States: formally declared war, and rer 
tary of State John Sherman resigned 
from the cabinet. On April 26th, As- 
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sistant Secretary of State William. R. 
Day was appointed to suecesd Secretary 
Sherman. © On April 27th, the batteries 
at Matanzas were silenced by the New 
York, the Puritan and the Cincinnati 
members of Admiral Sampson’s fleet sta- 
tioned in Havana harbor, On May ist, 
Commodore Dewey, in charge of the 
Asiatic squadron, completely annihilated 
the Spanish fleet at Manila and achievea 
one of the greatest victories in American 
annals. 

Of course wé have not undertake 
give the developments of the past ae 
weeks in complete detall. We have 
merely endeavored to point out the most 
salient ones, showing the rapid manner 


‘in which we have recently made history. 


But the end is not in sight yet and we 
may write several more chapters of his- 
tory before the complications growing 
out of the present grave crisis have been 
adjusted for all time.

An Interesting Conflict, 

While .we are giving. precedence to 
matters pertaining to war, it would be 
unkind not to refer at least briefly to 
the war that is now on between Gover- 
nor Holcomb, of Nebraska, and the su- 
preme court of that state. 

There is a law in Nebraska that when 
articles of- impeachment dre filed against 
State officials, the governor shall sit as 
examining magistrate in such cases, and 
determine the. guilt or innocence of the 
accused persons. Recently, a citizen of 
Omaha filed. articles of impeachment 
against the metropolitan police board of 
that city. Whén the time came for try- 
ing the case, it was discovered that the 
governor, being occupied with “ more 
pressing matters at, the ‘state capitol, 
delegated his authority as examining 
magistrate to another person, who was 
to perform the function by proxy. 

But the citizen who presented the ar- 
ticles of impeachment was not satisfied 


with the proxy business, and declined to \ 


present testimony:to the governor’s sub- 
stitute. He petitioned the supreme court 
of the state for an alternative writ of 
mandamus directing the governor to pro- 
ceed to Qmaha in person and carry out 
the will and purpese of the law. The writ 
was granted and presented to the gover- 
nor,-but he refused to comply with the 
order, and gives a-very interesting rea- 
son for his action. He says: 

Absolute independence of each other of 
each department of our government is. in 
the governor's opinion, essential to our form 
of government and hence to our liberties: 
this independence was one of the chief 
thoughts of those who formed both our 
State and national constitutions, and the 
dcminant motive which impelled President 
Jefferson to refuse obedience to a subpoena 
of the supreme court of the United States, 
and that which finally led that great tri- 
bunal to deny its own power to mandamus 
President Johnson. 

There is a good deal of sound sense 
in what the governor says in regard to 
the relations between the executive and 
the supreme-court. He presents an im- 
portant fundamental truth in a few 
words, and yet he does not touch the 
merits of-the case at issue. He may, 
with justice, refuse to obey the order of 
the supreme court, but the same regard 
for what is right and proper should im- 
pel him to obey the laws of his state. 
He has been chosen to execute the laws, 


account.. Pa 

At this distance we cannot, of course, 
discuss intelligently the merits of the 
ease at issue. If the law gives him the 
power to appoint a proxy or a substitute 


‘{n impeachment cases, then he has no 


more than fulfilled it. On the other 
hand, if there is:no such provision, he 
has placed himself in the position of de- 
fying the law. : 

A man who exe¢utes the law should 
be the very one to obey its mandates 
promptly. 
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As to War. 

“We do not want war to become popu- 
lar,” .remarks The Boston Transcript, 
and the remark is a sweeping one. _ It 
simply covers all wars of any kind what- 
soever; but the truth of the matter is 
that some wars will be popular, while 
others. will excite the disgust of right- 
minded men everywhere. ;We should 
think this would be ufferstood even in 
those precincts where war is unpopular, 
not because it is un-Christian and re- 
volting in most of its aspects, but be- 
cause it interferes. with the occupations 
of the. seven-headed demon of greed. 

And yet when gain is at the bottom 
of war, then the seven-headed demon 
takes a position in the very front, and 
even carries the flag. Wars of this 
sort form the basis of history and the 
shame of mankind. But when war is 
undertaken in the interests of humanity 
and in behalf of freedom, they will al- 
ways be popular, that is to say, right- 
minded and Christfan men will approve 
of them. In that sense the present war 
is .popular. It ig not undertaken for 
gain, though it willbe a miracle if the 
seven-headed demon fails to profit by it; 
it,is not undertaken for purposes of ac- 
quisition; it has begun and it will end 
in the interests of peace; and it will be 
the means of paralyzing the arms of op- 
pression, and of restoring to a neighbor- 
ing population their natural and inalien- 
able rights. 

It follows. therefore, that the oracular 
remark of The Transcript is apropos of 
nothing whatever. It belongs in the 
category of owl-like and ‘unmeaning 
phrases which can be found even in Em- 
erson’s essays, and which abound in the 
New England literature of fifty years 
ago—and later. 

“We do not want war to become pop- 
ular.” What is wanted is war that is 
unpopular. 


Why Use Foreign Vessels? 

Strikingly at variance with our recog- 
nized industrial and commercial prestige 
is the fact that we are satisfied apparent- 
ly to carry on the great bulk of our ma- 
rine trade in foreign vessels. 

Our total exports for the month of 
March aggregated $104,859,147 in value. 
Of this amount, our own vessels received 
only $4,963,351, or barely more than 
4.5 per cent, leaving not less than $99,- 
895.796 to be parcelled out among for- 
eign vessels in the following manner: 
British, $75,888,928; German, $8,999,392; 
Norwegian, $3,699,626; Dutch, $2,225,667; 
Belgian, $1,643,639; French, $1,285,489; 
Italian, $268,231, and others, $5,884,824. 
We should be heartily ashamed of these 
figures. Little do they comport with 
the dignity and self-respect of one of 
the wealthiest powers of the globe. 

‘But scarcely less flattering to our pride 
is the showing which our imports for the 
same period makes. Out of the total 
sum of $58,799,116, which our imports 
for the month of March aggregated, only 
$10,483,836 represented the share which 
our own vessels received, leaving the 


gum of $48,315,253 to be divided among 


foreign vessels in the following manner: 
British, $30,296,309; German, $5,718,552; 
French, $4,118,655; Belgian, $2,170,326; 
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: Norwegian, $1,668,279; Dutch, $1,685,659 ; 


Italian, $529,043, and others, $2,128,430. 
Thus it. will be seen that British vessels 
gobble up the lion’s share of our import 
as well as our export trade, and that we 
sit idly by permitting foreigners to fat- 
ten on the tariffs which should find their 
way into our own pockets. 

We should bestir ourselves in this 
matter. To permit foreign vessels to 
monopolize the great bulk of our marine 
trade is not only to compromise the dig- 
nity of the United States, but also to 
deliberately antagonize our own inter- 
ests. Instead of allowing the money 
which we yearly pay out in freight tar- 
iffs to find its way into the coffers of 
foreign vessel owners, we should rather 
insist upon its remaining at home. 


, Another Straw. 

The founder of the New England Man- 
ufacturers’ Association read a paper be- 
fore that body in Boston the other day 
which may be taken as one of the straws 
that are flying about in spite of the sug- 
gestion that the people of the south are 
not yet prepared to manufacture cotton. 

The paper in question is nothing less 
than a suggestion that the cotton spin- 
ners of New England should turn their 
attention to the manufacture of linens in 
order to make good that portion of the 
cotton industry absorbed by the south. 
This, coming from one of the oldest man- 
ufacturers in New England, is especially 
interesting. While we are of the opin- 
ion that the troubles of New England 
in this matter are directly and unmistak- 
ably traceable to causes quite remote 
from southern competition, nevertheless 
the fact that the southern mills have not 
been compelled to shut down or to cur- 
tail expenses in any way in order to pay 
dividends, has gradually opened the eyes 
of the manufacturers to the fact that 
there is.trouble ahead for them as soon 
as capital begins to look into the matter 
in earnest.

John C. O’Connell, vice president of the 
First National bank of Montgomery, a man 
of wealth, with a handsome fortune in 
stocks and bonds and other such evidences 
of prosperity. 

Mr, O’Connell has tendered his services 
to the country, offering to take a place 
somewhere in the engineers’ corps of the 
navy, for he believes that in time of such 
emergency it is the duty of every man 
to do his best to upheld the country’s 
honor and to serve in the place for which 


_ he is best fitted. 


Mr. O’Connell knows engines and engin- 
eering. He went through the civil War in 
the confederate navy; he was first assist- 
ant engineer on the ram Tennessee and 
was afterwards chief engineer of the con- 
federate gunboat Huntsville. Though his 
life's work has taken him in entirely differ- 
ent lines, he has always kept up on en- 
gineering. That hes been this hobby. As 
soon as war was declared. Mr, O'Connell 
wrote to Captain Garrett, of the senaté 
clerical force, with whom he served in 
the war, and said that if ex-confederates 
were to be given a chance to fight for the 
flag, he would like to have his services 
tendered for a place in the service where 
he felt he could be of most account, the 
engineer corps.

Company Commanders Will Prepare to

CAMP BEING PREPARED FOR RECEPTION 


Great Activity Now Exists and the 


Patriotic Soldiers Will Be Taken 
to War Under ths Wing of 
Uncle Sam for His 
Defense. 


MOBILIZATION OF THE GEORGIA 
troops will begin this afternoon. It is prob- 
able that the first company of Georgia vol- 
unteers will go to Griffin tonight. Arrange- 
ments are being made to that end, but if 
the physical examination of the soldiers 
consumes more time than is expected the 
first company may m-t be sent to the state 
camping grounds until tomorrow morning. 

Conferences were held yesterday between 
Governor Atkinson, Quartermaster General 
West, Acting Adjutant General Erwin and 
many railroad officials, during which the 
transportation of the troops wag discussed.

Much care has been exercised im the se- 
lection of the men and the long number 
of questions given them before they sign 
the enlistment sheet gets from them much 
information showing in a good or bad light 
their past record. 

The Cause of the Delay. 

The officers were greatly gratified yes- 
terday that the chance they have been 
waiting for to go into camp is near at 
hand, 

The troops from all parts of the state 
will be rushed to Griffin not later than 
Saturday afternoon and on Sunday it is 
probable that the two light batteries of 
artillery and the two regiments of infan- 
try will be in camp drilling hard and eat- 
ing rations with many hopes of a trip to 
Cuba in a short time. 

The officers say that they have been de- 
layed on account of lack of physicians to 
conduct the physical examination of the 
men ore the latter could be mustered 
into the volunteer army. This is a~very 
important work and things were dependent 
upon it more than on anything else. 

The examiners have mow been chosen and 
will commence the work this morning and 
it will be pushed. 

Acting Adjutant General Erwin said yes- 
terday that the troops were not mobilized 
sooner because it was needless for the 
estate to pay the fare of the men to 
Griffin and there have them examined and 
many of them be thrown out and the state 
have to bear the expense of sending them 
to their homes. 

“In other southern 
haste has peen the result of much 
embarrassment to the state in the 
fact that such aé condition of af- 
fairs has arisen,”” says Captain Erwin. 
“The governor of Alabama called out the 
troops, and after getting them in camp tie 
physical examination was had and it was 
found that about 25 per cemt of them had 
to be sent home. It was the same in 
South Carolina except that the percentage 
of men thrown out was even greater. This 
will be prevented in Georgia and the work 
of recruiting which has been going on here 
for several weeks will now have to be 
commenced by these hasty states and they 
will be much delayed on account of it.” 

Arrangement of Camp. 

The soldiers, as soom as the command 
to go to Griffin is given, will be placed 
on the trains in Atlanta and hurried away. 

Quartermaster Hardeman left (Atlanta 
yesterday for the Griffin camp and will 
commence this morning to put the camp in 
condition for occupancy. He will be assist- 
ed by Captain Kenan, who is already on 
the ground. The tents where the men will 
sleep will be put up and the quarters of 
each company will be designated, as will 
also be the battalion and regiment @ivi- 
sions. 

The cooking facilities, which is a very 
important part of the camp equipment, will 
be established. The supplies for the men 
are now in Griffin and little preparation is 
mecessary for this. Colonel Oscar Brown, 
commander of the Second regiment, will 
be in command of the camp and he will 
probably go down this afternoon with some 
members of his staff and Captain 8S. B. 
Mills, the muster officer. | 

The officers will take up their headquar- 
ters on the ground and prepare for the 
great work that is before them. The mus- 
tering will commence Saturday afternoon 
and on this occasion for the first time 
the regiments will be drawn up in line wnd 
a full survey of the make-up can be ob- 
tained.

From the start regular army life will be 
in vogue and the men will have none of 
the tin sol@ery that is often brought cut 
im the state encampments and street pa- 
rades. The men will be supplied with just 
those things which are necessary, and 
plain but nourishing and blood picducing 
food, as prescribed by the army regula- 
tions, will be fed to the soldiers. 

Officers Are Anxious. 

The officers who have the work of organ- 
ization and training in hand are anxious to 
get at it and be ready when the summons 
to go to Cuba arrives. All of them know 
the arduous labor that will have to be dome 
and the sooner the better is the way they 
look upon it. 

Among the older officers and those most 
proficient in military knowledge that will be 
in the service is Lieutenant Colonel Gar- 
rard, of Savannah, who will rank next to 
Colonel Brown in command of the Second 
regiment. He has a long record of mili- 
tary service.

The factories are running twenty-four 
hours a day and* beth of them will turn 
out every day about 75,000 pounds. This 
is not the full capacity of the factories, 
as some of the machinery is required to 
make other products to fill standing or- 
ders. 

As the size of the army grows, it is prob- 
able that the entire plants will be given 
over to making hard tack only. They will 
be taxed to the utmost to meet the de- 
mand. ‘Today about 530,000 pounds will be 
sent out and this immense. yield will con- 
tinue until further notice.

Physical Examination, 


GOOD CHARACTER REQUIRED 


Severe Tests Must Be Undergone To 
Enter Volunteer Forces, 


MAY TAKE SEVERAL DAYS TO FINISH 


Officers Are Anxious To Know What 
Percentage Will Be Thrown Out. 
Examination in the Base- 
ment of the State 
Capitol. 


PRELIMINARY TO THE MUSTERING 
of the 2,400 men who will be taken into the 
volunteer army at Griffin, Muster Officer 
Captain §. B. Mills yesterday mustered 
into the service three officers. First Lieu- 
tenant and Quartermaster Eugene Harde- 
mand and Surgeon C. C. Geer and Surgeon 
William C. Little were administered the 
oath and sent out last night on the work 
that has been assigned to them. 

Quartermaster Hardeman has the dis- 
tinction of being the first officer mustered 
into the service of the volunteer army of 
the United States, and the occasion yester- 
day morning when the three were mustered 
in was attended with much ceremony. 
Those present were: Governor Atkinson, 
Colonel Brown, Captain Erwin, Captain 
(Mills and others. The oath was adminis 
tered to Mr. Hardeman first, and after it 
was taken the quartermaster was congrat- 
ulated as being the first man from Georgia 
in the service. 

The same oath was taken by' Surgeons 
Geer and Little. It was as follows: 

“You do solemnly swear that you will 
bear true faith and allegiance to the 
United States of. America, and that you 
will serve them honestly and. faithfully 
against all their enenfies whomsoever; and 
that you will obey the orders of the presi- 
dent of the United States and the orders of 
the officers appointed over you according 
to the rules and articles of war.” 

The same oath will be administered to 
the men, both officers and privates, when 
they are mustered into the service. It will 
be read to a company and every one will 
be asked if he assents to the requirements 
of the oath. The oath is also signed by 
those who join the volunteer forces, and 
is the binding obligation which inakes them 
fight for thefr country. 

Officers Depart for Work. 

The three officers were mustered in ear- 

lier than the others because their duties 
called them immediately, and last night 
Mr. Hardeman left for Griffin to arrange 
the camp for the coming of the svuldiers to- 
day or tomorrow. 
. Dr. Geer left almost immediately for 
Savarnah, where he will conduct the phys- 
ical examination that, will take place 
there today. He will be in charge, and a 
large number of those who have signified 
their intention of joining the army will be 
placed under his scrutinizing gaze. 

Dr. Little left yesterday for Macon, where 
he will today begin the physical examina- 
tion of the troops that are to go from 
that place. 

The sending out of these men is the be- 
ginning of the active preparations. It is 
the opening of the ffeld work among the 
Georgia soldiers, and from the present 
time the men will be among each other 
as soldiers, and military discipline and re- 
spect will be in evidence. The line that 
always exists between an officer and a 
private will be drawn and strictly ad- 
hered to, 

Dr. E. C. Davis will begin the physical 
examination of the soldiers here tn Atlanta. 
In the basement of the capitol this morn- 
ing about 9 o’clock the embryo soldier will 
go through the ordeal that is necessary be- 
fore he can be mustered into the army. 

This work has been looked forward to by 
the officers and men. It is a matter of 
great uncertainty. A man who to outward 
appearance seems to be vigorous and 
healthy may be thrown out on some defect 
that makes him unfit far the service. 

Method of Examination. 

A proportionate weight is required of 
every applicant. He must measure so many 
inchee, and if his weight is less than a 
prescribed tab'e set down by the war de- 
partment requires he is not desirable. 
Every organ of the man must be in good’ 
condition. He must have no _ hereditary 
diseases and his muécles must be well de- 
veloped. 

No defect will be allowed to escape the 
watchful eye of the examining physicians. 
The applicants are stripped of their cloth- 
ing. Each goes before the board naked 
and any outward deformities or4rregulari- 
ties in his make-up are at once noted. If 
they are insufficient no further examination 
ig necessary. He is rejected. If he is in 
good condition to all outward appearance 
an examination of his heart and lungs, 
mouth, especially teeth, and his eyes are 
looked after. Any defect found in thie 
line in the aspirant has the same result as 
the other. The applicant cannot join the 
army. 

Physical perfection is not alone the only 
qualification. Mental and moral conditions 
are taken into notice. A man who has no 
sense of morality will by no meang be ad- 
mitted into the service. A high standard 
of morals is maintained as far as possible 
among the men. 

A man to be a successful applicant must 
be able to write his name. Any one given 
to habitual drinking or the use of any 
drug is not wanted and will not be ac- 
cepted. 

The examination this morning will be 
conducted as rapidly as possible, as it is 
believed that many of the companies can 
be finished during the day. Im that event 


they will be sent to Griffin tonight. i

Six hundred men can be cared 
for in the post and with a few aids and 
nurses Major Taylor can have one of the 
most thorough hospitals for the army that 
has ever been established.

Il believe that, with the Georgia delegation 
back of me, I will secure one of the origa- 
dier generalships at no distant date. 
Whk&ther I do or not, however, I am deep- 
lv indebted to the Georgia delegation for 
its cordial support and to my friends 
throughout Georgia for the manner in 
which they received the announcement of 
the fact that the Georgia delegation had 
centered on me.”’

For Two Meetings the Matter Has Met 
with Postponement.

Meeting Was Very Interesting and 
Several Important Resolutions 
Were Introduced. 

A of education had an opportunity to 
vote on the report of the committee 


On text books, and again the matter was 
deferred. 

President Smith desired a postponement 
of the meeting of the board, but the mem- 
bers declined to agree to his request, and 
Vice President J. G. Bloodworth was in the 
chair yesterday. The meeting was called 
to order at 4 o'clock, with all members 
present, except Mr. Smith. 

The report of Major W. F. Slaton, super- 
intendent of the schools, was an interest- 
ing document, and contained much of in- 
terest. In deliverivlg his report Major 
Slaton said: 


ae system of schools must be continual- 
ly absorbing new ideas, and appropriating 
such as are Valuable, or at least apprecia- 
ble. The general work and the tone of the 
Schools was never higher or better than at 
the present time. Unless a school works 
toward high ideals in many dlrections, and 
is permeated by the proper spirit in all its 
departments, it never reaches a very high 
degree of excellence. But there is not a 
School in our entire list that is not better 
than it was last year. 

“Some schools are more carefully organ- 
ized, managed, mvure forward, and in gen- 
eral are better worked than others. Some 
Principals are more thoughtful, plan their 
work better and more intelligently; can 
be of more assistance to their subérdinate 
teachers than others, also make better pro- 
Visions for sudden emergencies, and always 
do the best thing under all circumstances. 
Such make the best teachers and princi- 
pals, other qualifications being equal. 

‘Another strong factor is the spirit in 
which the enterprise is undertaken and 
warried forward to its ultimate comple- 
tion. These may be called the objective 
points in a school campaign. It is to see 
the end in the beginning, the general for- 
ward movement of teacher and classes. The 
percentage of attendance is the ratio ex- 
isting between the average daily attend- 
ance and the average number belonging. 
Our ratio, or rate, of attendance has for 
@ long while been perfectly satisfactory. 


Speaking of Attendance. 


“There is a limit beyond which, if at- 
tendance be pushed, it is to the detriment 
of the school. Statistics show that legiti- 
mate absence is about 5 per cent, and 
when it is less, a necessity exists for in- 
quiring into the pressure employed to force 
children to attend. Sickness, attention to 
home duties, and other incidental causes, 
are always operating to keep children out 
of school. When above 9% per cent is re- 
ported as the attendance, it is safe to as- 
Sume that too much pressure is employed 
in keeping children in school. 

“It is true that. many. of our schools 
reach 96, 97 and even 98 per cent, and I 
have found: as a recent result that rather 
than be marked ‘absent’ or ‘tardy,’ chil- 
dren have gone to school when sick: have 
gone without their breakfast, and have 
gone often through very bad weather. In 
such cases I have insisted upon lessening 
the pressure and in taking care of the 
children’s health and lives. There is, how- 
ever, a seeming confilct between school 
duties and home duties, but neither should 
assume the time and functions’ of the 
ather. 

“Among the most important of the home 
duties are ranked attention to the pupil’s 
health, and the inculcation of the habits of 
work and general usefulness about the 
house. It is as important to have a pupil 
do some work at ‘home as it is for him 
to prepare and recite his lessons at school. 
A child will have a keener relish for a 
study if a reasonable amount of manual 
exercise is judiciously mixed in every day’s 
duties. 

“T note in all the schools marked improve? 
ment in penmanship. The reading in the 
primary grades had been given increased 
attention and has resulted in the more 
intelligent expression of thought intended 
to be conveyed by the author. Geography 
is not yet taught to my full satisfaction, 
but progress is being made, and when all 
who teach this interesting and instructive 
study shall make such preparation for the 
recitation that the textbook will not be 
needed by the teacher while conducting a 
recitation, the work will then be satisfac- 
torily done. This criticism is not intended 
to apply to all our teachers o” geography, 
but to those who seem to be satisfied with 
the perfunctory performance of duty. 

“In the two high schools the general 
work is satisfactory, and in some of the 
departments I am deeply impressed with the 
idea that there is room for improvement. - 
The Boys’ Night school is holding up well in 
point of numbers, and is making satisfactory 
progress. The Girls’ Night school, as sum- 
mer approaches, is rapidly losing its pupils. 
Its enrolled list now numbers only sixteen, 
and of that number there were only nine 
in attendance Tuesday night wiien I visited 
the school. The girls are from the cotton 
factory, and after standing on their feet 
at the loom all day are in poor condition 
to do mental work. I do not see any pros- 
pect of improvement in the near fufure, and 
it is a question for your honorable body to 
consider how long this state of affairs is to 
continue.”’ 

The report was longer than ts given, but 
the rest deals with matters of detail in the 
echools, such as repairs. The report ‘was 
very interesting and received marked atten- 
tion during its reading.

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Twenty-fifth Infantry Will Get

Away From Chickamauga 


~ TENTH: CAVALRY WILL FOLLOW 
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Instructions Came From Washington Yes- 
terday for Two Companies To bo 


(CHATTANOOGA 1S GLAD OF IT 
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Colored Soldiers Are Among the 
Toughest of Mankind and Their 
Departure Causes General 
Pleasure Among the 
Citizens. 


Chattanooga, Temn., May 5.—(Special.)—As 
originally foretold in The Constitution of 
several days ago, the troops are beginning 
to move. After the departure of the Ninth 
cavalry, the last regiment to move, it Was 
etated in The Constitution that the Twenty- 
fifth infantry and the Tenth cavalry would 
be the next to move. 


Although denied by the commanding offi- 


cers, both of these regiments have been un- 
der orders to move for several days. They 
were under orders and ready to move as 
announced in The Constitution some days 
ago, but the hitch came at the other end 
of the line and their departure Was post- 
poned@ for a few days. In the meantime 
the railroads have been busy getting 

shape for the exodus that is now cuming. 

The rush orders came today to send the 
Twenty-fifth regiment of infantry to Tampa 
with all possible dispatch. The railroads 
have been notified by the officers here to 
have the trains in readiness at daylight in 
the morning and the troops will commence 
loading at that time. The departure. of the 
Twenty-fifth from Chickamauga will be 
hailed with delight by the people here. 

The Twenty-fifth is a regiment of negroes 
and they are noted for being the most des- 
perate and worst behaved set of men in the 
army. They are also the Jargest men in 
the army and have cause i.eign of terror 
since they arrived here. 

The officers will not give out anything 
about the departure of other troops, but it 
is known that the Tenth cavalry is also un- 
der orders to go at once to Tampa. It is 
more than likely that the regiment of cav- 
alry will march to Ringgold and fake the 
trains massed there on the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis railroad. The side- 
track at Ringgold is about two miles long 
and for several days hundreds Of cars have 


| been massed there ready to meet the pres- 


ent Movement. Six of the fastest engines 
belonging to the road have been under 
steam in Atlanta for the past two days 
awaiting orders and they were delegraphed 
for and left under full speed for Ringgold. 
Third and Sixth Cavalry To Go, Too. 
It is also known the Third and Sixth 
cavalries will be rushed away as soon as 
they can be loaded on the raiload trains.

Cavalry. 

There has been some delay in sending 
the cavalry to Tampa on account of feed 
for the horses not being there, but this: has 
been remedied now, and ample provender 
will be there when the stock arrives. Ali 
the cavalry here now will probably leave 
before the infantry is rushed to Tampa, 
but it will take but a few days to get them 
all away if.so desired, for the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Southern railroad has foreseen 
this very emergency and are prepared to 
meet it.

away from this place. Their joy at the 
prospects of getting a chance to fight the 
Spaniards is increased by the fact that 
they are to get away from Chickamauga. 
It is believed by those here who are in 
@ position to know that the state militia 
will not be sent here until all of the 
regularse have departed. 


Volunteers and Regulars Won’t Mix. 


It is considered an unwise plan to have 
the regulars and the national guardsmen 
in the same camp, especially the colored 
part of the regulars. The regulars look 
down on. the state troops from a n@litary 
standpoint, and as the privates in the army 
are from the lower classes, the state 
troops do not like to mingle with them in 
the same camp, where they would be 
thrown together on the same footing. While 
denied by the army officers and the com- 
manders of the state troops, it is a fact 
that this feeling does exist, war or no war. 
and it would be a very foolish matter to 
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‘‘Hobson’s Choice.”

As a place to mancuver troops Chicka- 
mauga is Bll right, but that is about the 
only thing that can be said in its favor. 
As scon as the regulars have been moved 
however, the blunder will have been reme- 
died, but not until the government has been 
put to an enormous and useless lot of ex- 
pense tor transportation. 

One incident of this kind was illustrated 
by ibe experience of the two batteries 
of light battery of the Third artillery. 
hey came all the ‘way from California 
Arrived one afternoon at the park went 
to the expense of unloading and going into 
camp. The very’ next morning at daylight 
they were breaking camp and had all the 
trouble of packing and loading the train 
again. One who has not seen a regiment 
of artillery loaded on a train cannot realize 
what a fearful job it is. Suc blunders 
have cost the government a Ot of money 
that might thave been saved by the use 
of a little judgment ana foresight. 

It seems absurd to send the state troops 
to such a place, but as they will probably 
not be needed in such a hurry and ‘May 
possibly be in camp all Summer, it will be 
all right to have them in a quiet, out-of- 
the-way place. If it becomes necessary at 
any time to rush them to the front their 
being at Chickamauga will be a misfor- 
tune that may cost the government more 
than money.

They will be brought here pnder a heavy 
guard from the Twenty-fifth infantry, com- 
posed of negroes, It is not known just 
how ‘many prisoners are now held by the 
United States, but It is estimated by the 
officers here that there are ten Spanish 
officers and about fifteen men who have 
been taken from the ships captured by the 
squadron. around Cube. 

Among them will be some very distin- 
guished officers. One is a brother-in-law of 
Captain General Weyler. He was captured 
on the ship Argonauta with about nine 
other officers commissioned and non-com- 
missioned. 

It is thought that the privates who will 
be brought here as prisoners will fare bet- 
ter than they would if in the Spanish army 
or navy. They will be placed behind the 
bars in the guardholuse, which is airy and 
clean. They will be given something to 
sleep upon and will be fed with regulation 
soldier’s fare. 

The officers, it is said, will be paroled. 
The treatment of the prisoners in this way 
is said to be the policy of the United 
States regarding its care of prisoners and 
will doubtless be followed in this instance. 

A close guard will be kept over those 
not under parol and no opportunities will 
be offered them to attempt an escape. If 
duch is attempted the conspiritors will be 
immediately shot, it is said. 

The oflicers who ere paroled will be al- 
léwed every liberty and will be cared for 
if’ a comfortable and pleasant manner. No 
‘will be imposed upon them, 
which is considered in strange contrast 
with the way the Spanish treat their pris- 
oners of war. 

The prisoners will be kept here until they 
can be exchanged for American men and 
afficers who may be captured by the Span- 
ish. 

The choice of the fort is thought to 
made om account of its availability and he- 
ing an inkand city. The prisoners were not 
wanted at Key West because they would 
learn too much of the fortifications there 
and might gather other information that 
would be valuable to the Spanish army and 
navy later on. .

Prompt 
responses were received from the members 
of the committee, and in accordance there- 
with the call is issued, 

Most of the counties in the district have 
already called their congressional prima- 
ries for the 6th day of June, on which 
day the democratic primary for governor 
and statehouse officers will occur in each 
county in the district: The only county in 
the district which has fixed its congres- 
sional primary after the 6th day of June 
is Rockdale, ‘the executive committee of 
‘which arranged for the democrats of the 
county to express their preferences for 
congress on the day of the supreme court 
primary, June 23d. Since the district con- 
vention has been fixed for June 9th, the 
executive committee of Rockdale will no 
doubt move up the time for the expression 
of the democrats of that county on the 
congressional question, so that they can 
vote on the same day that the primary for 
governor takes place.

It is possible that the Bibb county com- 
mittee will now joim in with all the other 
counties of the state and order a primary 
to be held on June 6th.” 


Againt Atkinson’s Plan. 


It can be stated as a fact that a majority 
of the Bibb committee is opposed to Judge 
Atkinson’s plan and suggestion relative to 
a pro rata representation in the gubernato- 
ria] convention. The members of the coun- 
ty committee who were leaders in the pas~ 
Sage of the resolutions which asked the 
State committee by what authority it or- 
dered the general primary on June 6th are 
against the pro rata proposition of Judge 
Atkinson.

Today’s advance was the most re- 
markable in many years, Famine of grain 
abroad and enormous sales of American 
wheat to fill the empty granaries of Eu- 
rope caused the advance here.

Provis.ons were 
aull, declining 5c for pork and 7%c each for 
lard aind ribs. 

Liverpool set the ball polling in the 
wheat market by reporting another sensa- 
uonal advance there at the opening, the 
gain in July, cOmpared with tne previous 
day’s closing quotation being equal to 
about 7c a bushel. The reason for the Liv- 
erpool advance was of course the continen- 
tal competition for the wheat cargoes ar- 
riving off the coast in the United Kingdom 
and the greater avidity of French and Ant- 
werv importers to secure them. The grain 
duties having now been abolished in 
France, Italy and Spain, leaves those coun- 
tries to dispute with the United Kingdom 
for possession of the wheat as it arrives 
off coast om the other side. Confirmation 
of extreme scarcity abroad, so clearly given 
by the removal of the duties, justified ap- 
parently to the full the conviction with 
which Leiter started in last July go buy 
Wheat. The continental nations, by throwing 
off import duties seemingly ‘admit that 
their own stocks have. been practically ex- 
halusted. Active competition at Liverpool 
has caused a rapid advance there for the 
past week, but the full force of the famine 
was not felt in this market, until today. At 
the present time July option is the active 
speculative month, and bears have sold 
freely, expecting to fill their contracts out 
of the new crop, But the May option ap- 
pears to be controlled entirely by Joseph 
Leiter, who, if today’s market can be tak- 
en as an indication, holds the few who ara 
still short to him in a ‘‘death grip.’’

Though as a rule those who give most 
in charity are the least desirous of its be- 
ing known, one cninnot but commend the 
charities performed by women of wealth, 
since there are so many of that contingent 
who forget to do good to others, It is 
scarcely expected that young women of 
wealth spend their money in doing more 
than limited charity and it is therefore a 
subject of universal comment when a 
young woman, not only devotes her life 
to charity, but devotes a greater part of 
her fortune to it. 

The Catholic umiversity of Washington 
owes its foundation to the $250,000 given 
for that purpose by Miss Mary Gwendoline 
Caldwell, a young woman yet under thirty.

A Device for Keeping Drawheads 
from Falling on the Track. 

One of the great troubles that railroad 
companies have fad to contend with in 
the ‘past with both the old style and the 
new M. C. B. couplers was the falling of 
drawheads on the tracks, resulting many 
times in disastrous wrecks. Asygar/or two 
ago the Baltimore and Ohio railroad\adopt- 
ed a device to prevent just such occur- 
rences and has since attached it to all 
its passenger equipment. The device is” 
quite simple, consisting merely of a right- 


r angled steél hook which is placed immé- 


diately beneath the coupler on tne draw- 
head, with a horizontal arm projecting 
slightly at an angle to the direction of the 
track. When the drawhead falls the 
safety hooks not only assist tn jamming 
the drawheads together, but absolutely pre- 
vent their swaying from side to side and. 
thus becoming disengaged. The steel hook 
is placed in such a position that it cannot 
be jammed or broken off in the coupling of 
cars.

Thero 
will be a special service during the session 
on the subject of divine healing, at which 
different prominent members will be call- 
ed on to speak.

HE municipal aldermanic board held 
Ts lively meeting at the city hall yes- 

terday afternoon. The papers award- 
ing the contract to pave Auburn avenue to 
the Warren-Scharf Asphalt Company were 
sent back to council without the board’s ap- 
proval, The documents awarding the Lee 
street franchise to the Consolidated Street 
Railway Company took the same course. 
So did the resolution adopted by council 
calling on the county commissioners to put 
their offer to pay one-half of the widening 
and improving of Whitehall street in legal 
and binding form, Yesterday was a Water- 
loo for councilmanic papers before the 
aldermanic board. 

The warmest controversy was on the 
awarding of the contract for Auburn ave- 
nue paving. There were two bids for the 
work before the street committee—one 
from Redmond & Co. and the other from 
the Warren-Scharf Asphalt Company. The 
bid of the former was 9 cents lower than 
the latter on time. The Redmond company 
failed to comply with certain conditions 
set forth in the call for bids, however, and 
the cOmmittee decided to recommend the 
acceptance of the Warren-Scharf com- 
pany’s bid, notwithstanding the higher 
price. This report went to council and was 
adopted. Meanwhile the Redmond people, 
seeing they were about to lose a good job, 
employed Colonel W. T. Moyers to repre- 
sent them before the aldermanic board, 
which.was the last hope of having the 
council’s action defeated. 

Colonel Moyers was present yesterday af- 
ternoon and urged at length in favor of 
the Redmond company. He stated its as- 
phait was as good as that of the Warren- 
Scharf company, that the Redmond com- 
pany offered to give good bond for the 
efficiency of the work. and that as it had 
put in the lowest bid it was clearly entitled 
to the contract. Captain E..S. McCandless, 
the local representative of the Warren- 
Scharf company, wanted the contract for 
his company on the basis of its long estab- 
lished reputation for good work and that 
the fact that the Redmond company was 
not known in Atlanta and it would be more 
of an experiment which might prove too 
costly in the long run to award the con- 
tract. Mayor Collier made the convincing 
point that it would be unwise to send it out 
to the world that Atlanta did not recognize 
competition in the matter of street paving, 
as it was competition that had brought the 
prices down to the present escale. 

Alderman Turner was also in favor of 
competition and the lowest bidders. Alder- 
man Mitchell explained the position of the 
street committee. stating the Redmond 
company had no representative. at the 
meeting when the bids were considered and 
it was, therefore, impossible for the street 
committee to know exactly what Redmond 
& Co. intended to do with the street: Al- 
derman Turner moved that the matter be 
referred. back to council with the request 
that it be recommitted to the 
street committee for the further 
consideration ee. the bids. This 
motion was carried, and it means that in 
all probability Redmond & Co. will get the 
contract after all. A lively fight is likely 
to occur, however, before the street com- 
mittee. 


Lee Street Back to Council. 

Messrs. Robert Shropshire and Anthony 
Murphy, of Lee street, West End, who have 
been assidious in their efforts to have the 
Consolidated build its extension on Lee 
street, were present at the board meeting, 
and asked that action be deferred until 
another effort could be made to effect a 
compromise between the Consolidated and 
the citizens of Gordon street. 

The matter is now in a peculiar shape. 
Council has granted the franchise with 
the provision that the present schedule is 
continued on Gordon street. The Consoti- 
dated says it will not build its extension on 
any such condition. The Lee street citi- 
zens, having won and also lost, now come
